The London Times, after paying a 
high compliment to the retiring Ameri- 
can minister, Mr. Wedsii, remarks that 
the only topic of controversy which 
has arisen during Mr. Welsh's mission 
is the claim of the United .States rel- 
ative to the North American fisheries. 
Mr. Welsit has brought one phase of 
the difficulty to a central point by de- 
positing a demand for §103,000 dam- 
ages for the Fortune Bay outrage. 
This is trivial, though it is satisfactory 
to observe the Letter tone in which 
such controversies are treated by both 
countries. The point is a technical one, 
and may be discussed without heat on 
either side; as also the larger ques- 
tion of policy involved in the proposal 
to abrogate the existing arrangements 
as to fisheries. Though these negotia- 
tions excite no strong feeling here or 
in America, they must necessarily be 
carried on by diplomatists of the high- 
est rank. The Government at "Wash- 
ington will also doubtless appreciate 
the importance of selecting a represent- 
ative who may be able tostate America's 
views relative to limitation with clear- 
ness and force and carrying conviction, 
if possible, to our now incredulous 
economists." In a special review of the 
fisheries questions, the Times further 
says: "The desirability of having this 
long-standing dispute between England 
and America settled is as great now as 
in 1871. The entente between them 
has been perceptibly strengthened since 
the Treaty of Washington, and it is 
only to be regretted thai the treaty did 
not set tle the fisheries question as effect- 
ually as it did the San Juan boundary 
and Alabama Claims. We owo it to 
our American colonics that the ques 
tion of money value in respect to the 
in-shore fisheries should not be lightly 
reopened, and indeed, according to a 
precedent already conceded, it will 
rest with their Parliaments to say 
whether a renewal of the lease on any 
terms is to be granted. But there is 
no reason to boliove than an Inter- 
national Convention on the subject 
would meet with serious objections 
either on the part of the Imperial or 
Colonial Governments, provided the 
question was dealt with in its entirety 
and not a mere revision of the recent 
arbitration at Halifax attempted." 

ENCOURAGING. 

Forty thousand tons of steel rails 
will build about GOO miles of road. 
These, added to the quantity bought 
by the previous Government, should be 
sufficient to iron the road from Winni- 
peg to Battleford, if not to Fort Ed- 
monton — the latter lying at the eastern 
foot of the Rocky .Mountains. Sir 
Charles Topper would appear to have 
made a special bargain in his purchase, 
the rate being about $24,25 per ton, as 
against $51 per ton paid in 1875. h 
is too soon to speculate as to the re- 
sults of tho mission to London. But 
there is reason to believe that, it has at 
least met with partial success. In fact, 
the scheme, resting on tho security of 
100,000,000 acres of rich farming lands 
valued at §2 per acre, and offering cer- 
tain homes io millions of starving 
Englishmen, should be sufficiently good 
to float itself without an Imperial 
guarantee.

Tho FrosTsytorian Missions on. the N. 
VT. Coast— Goaoral ITows Items. 



Tho Rpv. Sheldon Jackson, D. D. , odi- 
tor of tho Rocky Muuntuin Presbyterian, 
the home mission journal of tho Presby- 
terian Church of the United States, reach- 
ed this city on the Western Slope, mid is 
stopping at Mr. Fnuik Richards'. Two 
years ago Dr. Jackson passed through 
this city en route with Mrs. A. R. McFar- 
land to establish Presbyterian missions in 
Alaska. After arranging for a mission at 
Port Wrangel he returned to the States, 
leaving Mrs. McFarland in charge. Upon 
reaching the East he gave public addresses 
on Alaska in all the principal cities and 
also before tMltuuittecs of Congress at 
Washington. He further visited the 
theological .seminaries of his Church and 
secured the appointment by the Board of 
Heme Missions of Rev S. Hall Young for 
Port Wrangel, and Rev. John G. Brady 
for Sitka. These gentlemen reached thoir 
respective fields last season. Dr. Jackson 
also raised the money by which n girl's 
industrial Rchonl is being erected, largely 
for tho benefit of Indian orphan girls. 
Last spring Finn. John Sherman, Secreta- 
ry of the V. S. Treasury, requested Rev. 
Dr. Kendall of Now York city, anil Itev. 
Dr. Jackson to send him a report upon 
the condition of the Indian tribes of that 
section. To acconipl 'sh this and further 
the interests of their mission schools 
I hose gentlemen, accompanied with their 
wives, have, sppui five weeks in thai coun- 
try. Dr. Jackson, in order that he might 
visit, the mission a! Port Simpson and 
Afctlnhkatlali, B.C., journeyed from Fort 
Wrangel 'to Metlalikatlah in a canoe. 
Then al Port Simpson, through the cour- 
tesies of Captains Monro and Meyer, he 
took the Wester:, Slop,- to this city. The 
PrcHbylei iana are building at Port Wran- 
gcd a church Itfixof) feet in size, and a 
girls' industrial school 40xfi0, two stories 
high, besides basemen! and attic stories. 
These buildings lire to be completed early 
in October. During the visit, of tho Rev. 
Drs. Kendall and Jackson to Fort Wran- 
gel the Indians gave, a series of entertain- 
ments, showing up tho ancient customs 
of their people. The Methodist missions 
at. Port Simpson and on the Naas are in a 
very prosperous condition. The run of 
salmon upon the Naas and Skeena rivers 
has ceased. Tho Presbyterians have rais- 
ed the mono}' and established a mission 
at Kodiak Island. Miss Maggie J. Dun- 
bar, of Steubcnville, U.S., has taken 
charge of the Presbyterian mission school 
At Wrangel; Mrs. A. R. McFarland, giv- 
ing her whole time to the home. Dr. W. 
H. Li. Corlios, of Philadelphia, has estab- 
lished himself at Wrangel as a physician. 
His wife litis opened a, mission school up 
the bench for the visiting Indians. On 
the 3rd August Rev. S. Hall Young, mis- 
sionary in charge, assisted by Rev. Drs 
Kendall, Jackson, Lindsley and Corlies, 
organized a Presbyterian Church at Fort 
Wrangel, being the first Protestant Church 
in Alaska. Twenty-three members wore 
recoived, eighteen of whom were Indians. 
The following Sabbath live others were 
received. Itev. Mr. Young, Deputy Col- 
lector Crittenden and Mr. Davidson, of 
Fort. Wrangel, have tine vegetable gar- 
dens. The water in Stickeen River is 
very low.

"But it is 
no easy matter, my good woman, to 
write sermons," suggested the doctor. 
"Yes," replied the lady, "but you tire 
so long about it; I could write one in 
half the time if I only had the text." 
"Oh, if a text is all you want," said 
Dr. Nesbit, "1 will furnish you with 
that. Take this one from Solomon, 
'It is better to dwell in the corner of 
a house-top than in a wide house with 
a brawling woman. '" "Do you mean 
me, sir?" inquired the lady quickly. 
"Oh, my good woman." was the re- 
sponse, "you will never make a sermon- 
izer. You are too quiclc with your ap- 
plications." 

At tho recent meeting of the Presby- 
terian General Assembly in Ireland, a 
good story, and seemingly a fresh one, 
was told of Daniel O'Connell. Ho was 
crossing from Dublin to Holyhead on a 
Friday, and a fine salmon trout was 
laid on the table at dinner. The great 
leader was very hungry, and after look- 
ing a moment at the fish, he lifted it en- 
tire to his own plate, and then remark- 
ed : "Gentlemen, excusome; this is a 
fast day in our church."

He is encouraged 
by tho results already reached, and in- 
tends to hold meetings in many other 
cities on the continent by nnd bv.

Tho Russian Ezilcs. 

(St. PetcnburK Correspondence London Daily Newsj 

An Englishman traveling in .Russia, 
or any foreigner residing here and not 
acquainted with the interior life of the 
city, would find it difficult to realize 
that we are living under a state of mar- 
tial law and in the midst of a "deter- 
mined band of conspirators." Illustra- 
tions and proofs of both these condi- 
tions are, however, not wanting. At 
the present time more than GOO per- 
sons of the privileged classes are under 
arrest, awaiting to bo deported to Si- 
beria without trial. So great is the 
number of persons of this category to 
be exiled that a practical difficulty is 
said to have arisen in connection with 
thoir deportation. A noble or privi- 
leged person, who has not been judi- 
cially sentenced, when sent to Siberia 
by " administrative process " (as it is 
called, t. e., by the orders of tho third 
section or secret police), must be escort- 
ed by two gendarmes, it being against 
tho laws to menaelo a privileged per- 
son, who is uncondemncd. Thero are 
not gendarmes euough thus to escort 
the number of persons to bo deported 
and the Ministry of Secret Police has 
proposed to get rid of this difficulty by 
sending the privileged persons fettered 
like ordinary criminals. It in true that 
recent official or semi-official statements 
have been published showing that 
(not reckoning a number of Circassian 
mountaineers deported under special regu- 
lations) the numbers exiled by adminis- 
trative process from 1870 to 1877 were 
271, or an average of thirty-four yearly, 
It is, however, equally true that the num- 
ber exclusively of privileged persons 
arrested and waiting to be transported is, 
at tho present time, as 1 have mentioned 
above — and these figures arc sufficient, to 
show that no man's liberty is safe and as- 
sured under the existing system. I have 
myself met with respectable, honorable 
men, who have been arrested and impris- 
oned, in some cases for a few weeks, in 
other cases during months, followed by 
years of exile in Siberia, without any 
charge being brought against them ; aud 
it is tho possibility of this recurring to 
them or to others that constitutes a reign 
of terror,

MUNICIPAL BYLAW. 



A iByhtW lo prohibit the ereeluai of Wooden 
Buildings within certain Fire Limits 
within the City of Victoria : 

1. That such port of tne City boitmioci 
on the North by Jolmson street, on tho 
South by Fort btroet, on the East by 
Broad street and on the West by tho 
Water Frontage bo hereby declared with- 
in the Fire Limits of the City of Victoria. 
Tho centre of Johnson to centre of Fort 
from centre of Broad shall .be limits re- 
ferred to above. 

2. All Buildings hereafter- orected with- 
in the Fire Limits Hhall have their outside 
Walls and party Walls made of Brick, 
Stone or ether incotnbustiblo material and 
such outside Walls shall extend four foot 
above Wall Platoof Roof, and party Walls 
shall also extend to same height above 
Wall Plato of Hoof. Roofs shall be cov- 
ered with such mate rial as will afford pro- 
tection ngainst Fire and tho Walls shall 
bo bo ci instructed as to separate all Wood 
Worls thoroughly and completely of the 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from nil and every part uf the interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building, If 
the apex of Roof should exceed the height 
of Fire Walls, then the Roof must be 
covered with such material as will afford 
protection against Fire. In the case uf 
Cables the Walls are to bo carried up to 
tlie full height of the Apex of said Roof. 
The term Building, as applied in this 
Section, shall not include Privies m 
Sheds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

I!. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombustible 
materials, shall bo made lo conform to 
this Ordinance. 

4 The Wooden Building within tho 
said [''ire Limits .shall liol he altered or 
changed « ithoiit the « ritteii permission of 
the Chic!' Kiicincer • f the Victoria Fire 
1 lepnrtmoiil . ap| ruved \>\ .■ uiaji-iity of 
the Fil'e Wardens, which permit shall 
specify fully tlie alterations or changes re- 
quired, and no such permit shall bo given 
if any increase will be made by the pro- 
posed change or alteration in the si/.e of 
any Wooden Building within tho said 
Limits, or ii such repairs or alterations 
will increase tho value of such building 
more than Twenty live percent. Tho ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall be kept on file in the 
olKcc of the City Clerk. 

5. No Building within the said Fire 
Limits shall be removed except to a por- 
tion of the same lot on which it stands or 
to a point outside the Fire Limits. 

(i. Whcnover any building shall bo by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
the judgment of the Chief Engineer and 
a majority of the Fire Wardens, a ilaii- 
gerons nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in tho judgment of the Chief Engineer 
and a majority of the Fire Wardens, be 
damaged by fire to the extent of one-half 
or more of its actual value, the Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to bo served upon the 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
tho same forthwith, aud the person re 
coiving such notice shall within ten days 
after receiving the same comply with Hie 
requirements thereof. 

7. Dm- Story Buildings— Foundations 
to be not less than eyhtecn niche.' m thick 
IICSS and not less than eighteen inches 
in the hard clay or gravel, as the case may 
be, brick walls to be not less than twelve 
inches thick. 7Vo Slory Buildings 
Foundations to lie not less than twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, as 
the case may he. Brick Walls — Ground 
floor to be not less than seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person nr perm lis violating any 
of the provisions uf this Bylaw shall bu 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall he punished hy a line of not 
less than ten or more- than one hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall be deemed 
a new offence and punished accordingly. 

9. The Chief Engineer of the Victoria 
Fire Department and the Fire Wardens 
are required to see that tlie provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to make com- 
plaints in the Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This. Bylaw may he cited for all 
purposes as " Tho Bylaw for Prohibiting 
the Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1870. '
